Tub Otag'o pivblitf, although dilatory, have 
Rt length sehti to Wellington an expression 
of opinion on the proposed Bhoodsn rail- 
way contracts, one of the results of the 
Hon. Julius Vooel’s recent costly trip to 
England at the expense, of the Colony. 
The magnitude of the aeherue, and the as- 
surance of the “ Great Financier” that th-l 
Colony had been most fortunate in inducing 
the wealthy firm of Messrs BboqdEs and 
Sons to take in hand the construction of 
our railwaj's on terms far more advanta- 
geous than had been conceded to any other 
country with which they had hiul denlinga, 
were at first sight calculated to dazzle our 
oyes. According to the Colonial Treasurer, 
the Broqden railwjiys, euce initiated and 
fairly under way, a new era in the pros- 
perity and rapid advancement of the "Co- 
lony would be the inevitable result. Then 
iu very truth was “ the desert to blossom 
as the rose,” and the barren aheep-w.alks of 
the Colony to succumb before the irresis- 
I tible march of the iron hor.se, and give 
place to the smiling homesteads and happy 
faces of a settled people, to the utter dis- 
comfiture of tho wool-kings, in whose ra- 
pacious grasp is held the inheritiifice of the 
people. But when practical men came to 
examine the agreements which the Trea- 
, surer took upon himself to enter into, 
what a different tale is told! What ad- 
vantages tbe contractors secure to thomi 
selves st the expense of this already 
shamefully overtaxed country ! What a 
frightful sacrifice of the waste lands of the 
Colony is contemplated in that gigantic 
conception, Contract No. 1 : the ahsoluto 
iind ii’i'evocalde alienation to the contiue- 
lorsof 3,000,000 acres of land over and 
aliove the immense sum of money proposed 
to be paid for the construction of the 
works ! The alienation of immense tracts 
of country in a colony of such limited ex- 
tent as New Zealand would bn pure mad- 
ness, and there is no further occasion to 
refer to Contract No. 1, as practically it 
has been shnlvnd. Tho alternative contract, 
involving tlie exp.euditur!! of £500,000, is 
the only one, thcieforc, which there. is any 
occasioa .to. consider,. Mr y'oqEp.says. the 
Colony is in honour hound to yat'ify.iiis 
agreeinent with Messrs BnoODEJf, and, «s 
No. 1 contract is viewed with such disfa- 
vour, to adojrt No, 2. We entirely .dissent 
from Mr Vogel’s view of the question. 

We do not see that the Colony is at all 
bound to ratify' Rgreements which Mr 
VoGRL had no power to make. He .en- 
tirely exceeded his powrr.s when he bound 
himself down by a claii.se iu one of the 
agreemonts to obtain the Governor's signa- 
ttire to one or other of the contracts within 
three months after the Articles of Agree- 
ment arrived in the Colony, And this 
fact is plainly udiiiitted in the following 

e.xtraot from one of the agreement.s : 

“And whereas the saiti Articles of Agreo- 
ment have not, nor has either of them, 
been as yet executed by the Governor, and 
tlic said Julius Vcuel bad not, nor has, 
authority to enter into an agi-eement on 
behalf of the Clovernnr with the contractors 
; upon tbe terms containctl in tbe said Ar- 
jtieIe.sof Agreement, or either of them, or 
;to execute on behalf of the Governor the 
isaid Article.'!, or cither of them, or these 

■ presents ; !)ut he has nevertheless agi-eod 
that ill token of Ins approval he will exe- 
cute these presents as on behalf of the 
Governor.” Iu the face of this admission 
of his want of power to enter into any de- 
finite arrangements on behalf of the Co- 
Iniiy, it is clear that Messra Brogdex have 
no just cause for saying that they would 
be unfairly treated were the Assembly to 
decline accepting either of the contracts. 
And we urge upon tho Assembly to ado[it 
this course, even it they have to pay the 
Messrs BnooDES what may seem a heavy 
sum for expenses already incurved by them. 

In the long run, we are couviuoed, the Co- 
lony will be the gainer to a very material 
extent. Past experience, both in this and 
other colonies, has j'l'oved that tho con- 
struction of important public works can ba 
accomplished niora satisfactorily, and at a 
far cheaper rate, tiy contractors resident in 
the Colony in which they arc undertaken » 
than by Uu: iiitroductiun of foreign capital 'v 

■ and labour. Wo eutirely agrae with the 
iTsohitions passed at the pu’ulic meeting 
lu-ld in Dunedin on the 1 Gth instant, and 
call ufion the re]u-esorttalives of the Pro- 
vince in the Assembly to one and all make 
an energetic stand agiiinst any propnsitioll 
to ratify Mr Vookl's self-made contracts 
with Messrs Bkoodes ; .tud not, as is too 
common, talk and vote in direct opposition 
to the wishes of those through wLo.so in- 
struTnoctality <hey were place.! in er, f

There can- 
not be R doubt of it that the large majority 
of the population 6f the Colony is arrayed 
in uncompromising opposition to the adop- 
tion of either of the Brooded contracts, 
and such being the case, we have every 
hope that in this instance at atiyrate the 
wishes of the majority will even have 
weight with membei‘8 who hold opposite 
opinions. 



Att accident, which was very nearly be- 
ing attended with fatal consequeoces, occurred 
at Cromwell Bridge yesterday afternoon. Two 
baya-^ne of whom was the eldest son of Ser- 
geant Caasela — were gathering watercress on the 
brink of the precipice which forma the eastern 
abiltmenb of tho bridge, when by some means 
the boy Cassela got too near the brink, and rolled 
down the rocky elope with fearful rapidity to- 
wards the edge of the river fur a distance of 
about eighty feet, to a point where the slope 
terminates abruptly, and thence fell in an ob<> 
lique direction twolve or fourteen feet farther, 
till he was caught on a shelf of rocU within a 
few feot of the pier, and on to the very edge of 
the river. The boy must have been stunned by 
the fall, for he lay motionless, face downwards, 
iu about six inches of water until rescued from 
hia perilous position by .another boy — Richard 
Whetter— who happened to be crossing the bridge 
at the time, and who promptly gave tho alarm. Mr 
F. Frenneison, an employ^ of the Road Depart- 
ment, hoard the cry, an I went wi hout a mo- 
menVs delay to the .asdstanoe of the drowning 
..boy./ Mr Frjunesson took the apparently lifeless 
form in his arms, .md succeeded, w'ith great dif!i- 
calty, in regaining the top of the bank. By that 
• time the boy had shown some signs of life, and 
■ was carried with all possible speed to the Bridge 
Hotel. Dr Corse was siiminmeil, aud the usual 
mcaas were adoptc.l to restore .animation, — hap- 
pily with success. It was tlieu found that the 
boy had sustained severe concussion of the brain, 
the surface of the skull showing two depressions 
— one ou the frontal bone, aud the other at the 
base of the occiput. The little fellow still lies 
ill a precarious condition, evidently suffering 
great pain. Dr Corse entertains but slight hope 
■of his recov’ery. The rescue of the untortunate 
boy from the river’s brink w%as performed with 
au amount of promptitude aud courage deserving 
' of the highest commeudatiou. Those w'ho know' 
the rugged and^ precipitous declivity down which 
young Cassels fell can fully appreciate that to 
lush down the steep and rescue him from the 
river was not less didicult «md perilous than to 
Asesnd the rugged bank bearing the almost life- 
less form in one’s arms. Therefore to Mr Fren- 
nessorx and to Master Whetter much praise i) 
due. 

The celebration of Sir Walter Scott’s 
Centenary in Dunedin — tb.auks to the utilitarian 
proclivities of some of his admirers in the 
*' Edinburgh of tho South”— was not permitted 
to pass over without an effort being made to por- 
petnato iu a bedttifig manner the memory of the 
great poet and novelist : we allude to the move- 
tnent for establishing a scholarship in connection 
with the University of Otago, to be Called the 
' * Sir Walter Scott Scholarship. ” Subscriptions 
towards a fund for this purpose are being col- 
lected throughout the Province, and we under- 
stand that a very coueideraide sum bins already 
been collected.
